- EISCUSSINQ THE SITUATION. 


CmCMco. March 1,— Before midnight tho 


strike of tho Chicago, Burlington & Quinc^ 
engineers and fireman will probably bo 
settled by a compromise, and the trains 
will be running as usual to-morrow unless 
come new obstacle blocks tho way. Thero 
was an Important conference held at tho 
Grand Paclllc Hotel last evening, and n 
pi-eliminnry conversation was held that 
paved the way to another conference which 
will bo held to-day, and lit which tho ne- 
gotiations will 
probably advance far 


enough to declare tho strike of.'. A per- 
manent agreement can not, however, bo 
reached for a few days. Th'o conference 
was between President Perkins, of tho 
Burlington road, and Chiefs Arthur and 
Sargent, of the Brotherhood. Tho rntor- 
view was strictly private imd lasted for 
two hours. Its conclusions are not known, 
but It is evident that the Htumbling-bloelt 
Is tho throe-and-a-half and four cents mile- 
age propositions. Tho Brotherhood, It la 
said, Is willing to resume work if this prop- 
osition Is granted, leaving tlio settlement 
of minor details for ROmc future time. 


Chief Arthur says ho is willing to have 


the wages question submitted to an arbi- 
tration committee, one man representing 
the engineers, one tho Burlington anc 
those two Kolccb tho third. Ho would bo 
willing to abide the decision of such a com- 
mittee. 


A delegation of 173 engineers and Jlre- 


raon arrived last night over the Plttab 
A Fort Wayne road. Tho new arrivals, with 
live exceptions, are Knights of Labor de- 
feated in thu recent Heading strike. A com- 
miUcc of four from the loeal Brotherhood 
stood at tho front entrance of tho Brlgga 
House and made a fruitless attempt to hold 
a consultation with tho men who carno to 
take their places. They reCuscd to make 
any promises, but several expressed a will- 
ingness to hold a conference. 
u"\Ye have a 


proposition to make," nuld one oi tho liead- 
inff men, " but this is not the place to dis- 
cuss it." 
Ho doubtless referred to tho 


proposition that the Brotherhood withdraw 
thoir men from thu Heading road in con- 
sideration of their keeping their hands oU 
tho Chicngo, Burlington A Qulncy. 


On Tuesday the company Issued an order 


stating that all of their engineers who failed 
to roper: for duty by noon yesterday would 
be discharged Tho invitation to return to 
work was not accepted in a singleilnstanco, 
60 far as this city was conccrnod,and the of 
liciol^ of the road now declare that should 
an}- of the strikers apply for work in the 
future they mupt co;no as individuals and 
bo subject to thu same treatment as new 
men are. 


The road yesterday succeeded in running 


ton suburban trains aud eight west-bound 
passenger trains. A number of trains ar- 
rh-.'fl, all of them practically on time. Tho 
b'.ocltado upon freight traffic is still com- 
plete, and no attempt lias as yet been raadu 
to move a car. Both of the Immense freight- 
houses on Harrison and Canal streets are 
empty, the last pound or freight having 
been removed. Four hundred of tho 600 
freight-handlers and clerks have boon laid 
ofi1, with instructions to report at tho 
houses twice a day. 


Tho four elevators belonging to the C., B. 


& Q. have been forced to suspend work, and 
the company has discharged tho 150 men 
employed.

Among tbo reports received yesterday 


qulto a number stated that desertions had 
occurred in tho Brotherhood. At Creston 
three Brotherhood men were reported to 
have disobeyed Chief Arthur's orders to 
strike; at Galesburg and Burlington some 
jlromen had deserted, and at McCook several 
conductors and switchmen were llrlag and 
running locosnotivea Beportd from Keo- 
kuk, Ottumwa, Hod Oak, Pacific Junction, 
riattsmouth, 
Urookfleld, 
Kansas 
City, 


Bonrclstown aud St. Ooc wore all favorable 
to the strikers. 


Considerable nervousness prevails among 


tho managers ot tho various railroads In 
this city. They think thero arc indica- 
tions that 
tUo 
Brotherhood engineers 


are trying to find pretexts for strik- 
ing 
on other roads 
than 
tho Bur- 


lington. 
Parties who pretend to bo well 


posted say that the Brotherhood has already 
decided that In case of tho Burlington gain- 
ing tho upper hand the men on oil other 
roads between Chicago and the Missouri 
river will be called out, because tho engi- 
neers believe thore is a secret understanding 
between all tho Missouri river roads to 
down them. It is asserted that a strike on 
tho Burlington connections Ease and West 
will bo inaugurated If those roads do not 
decline to accept freight from tho Burling- 
ton. 
. Sir. Arthur didn't care to discuss Mr. Pow- 
dcrly'B letter. Tho Brotherhood had noth- 
ing in common or uncommon with the 
Knights of Labor, and Mr. Arthur couldn't 
see what Interest the public would have in 
hearing what bo had to say of Mr. Powder- 
Jy. Mr. Sargent wouldn't talk about it, 
either, cxc ept to say that tho letter was all 
right and so was Mr. Powderly. 


On tho street, Jn tho exchanges, and 


among railroad people the Powderly let- 
ter is being construed as a covert invita- 
tion to tho Knights to " sail in." If it were 
pacllic in purpose, people argue, why did 
the writer tear the scabs from all tho old 
sores, and call attention anew to tho bleed- 
Ing- wounds? Tho thirty Heading engin- 
eers whoso places were taken by Brother- 
hood engineers, and who are hero to return 
tho compliment, are a sturdy lot of fol- 
lows. They " regret" that they have not 
tbe " official indorsement," of tho Knights 
of Labor, bnt will do what tlhey can to 
got even with the Brotherhood men. 


About thirty of the now engineers and 


firemen left for St. Joe, Mo., on tho 12:05 
Hock Island train yesterday, Tho Bur- 
lington Company liavo 
a round-house 


there, and will endeavor to supply it with 
its full complement of men. Forty men 
left on the samo road-last Monday for 
Council Bluffs, and about twenty moro 
Tuesday for intermediate points on the 
Burlington touched by tho Rock Island. 


A Pittsburgh dispatch says that 200 en- 


gineers and llreraon, lately employed on 
the Heading road, were in tho city yester- 
day morning eu route West to accept posi-, 
tlo'ns. They say they have been forced to 
do this by the Brotherhood engineers taking 
their places at homo and joining with 
tho Eoadlii? Eailroad Company in defeat- 
ing tho Kn'lshte. They say that if Chief. 
Arthur will recall tho Brotherhood en- 
gineers and tie up the Beading road wo will 
return from the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy. 
W, H. Bailey, n member of the 


General Executive Board of tho Knights of 
Labor advises Arthur to tlo np tho Heading 
road at once, and he says the Heading men 
will then return. 


Chief Arthur declined to commit himself 


when shown thin dispatch, declaring his be-' 
lief tlwt it wait not Bounded on fact.

said there was no such number of men Idlo 


there, but if thero wap, and they were com- 
ing on, ho would say nothing to stop them.

Tho second section provides that 
all Chinese laborers who departed from tho 
United States between November 17,1SSO, 
and Jr.no C, ISS'J, must avail themselves of 
their right to return under tho provisions 
o! tho Ciilucsu treaty within six months of 
the passage of thu act; otherwise they will 
bo deemed to navu waived tliat right. 


Senator Sherman also reported a resolu- 


tion (as an amendment to ono offered by 
Mr. Stewart and referred to that commit- 
tee) reauestlng the President to negotiate a 
treaty witli China containing a provision 
that no Chinese laborers shall enter tho 
United Status. 


The bill for tho compulsory education of
